SEN. SAGASTA 


Spain's 
Foremost 
Statesman Is 


Claimed by Death. 


Attacked by Sudden Illness—Story of Life of the 


Former Premier—Champion of Reform Who ; 


Tried to Save His Country. 


Madrid, Jan. C.—Former Premier 


SagaUa died at (i 30 o'clock last even- 
ing. 41's family and some of his po- 
litical associates were with him at 
tho end. 


King Alfonso 
displayed 
profound 


when he heard of tho former 


piemier's death. His majesty had. de- 
sired to visit Senor Sagasta 
during 


his illness, but was told to 
do so 


would be contrary to etiquette, 


Praxedes Mateo Sagasta uas a man 


of strongly liberal beliefs, a revolu- 
tionist and reformer by nature. 


Born at Terncilla De Cameras, ot 


humble parentage, July 21, 1827, he 
was educated as an engineer and^for 
a time followed that profession, but 
his natural bent was toward politics, 
and after a brief service as society re- 
poiter on a Madrid paper became a 
member of the constituent cortes of 
ISj-t. His radical tendencies had quick 
opportunity for development, and in 
the insurrection of 1856 he took 
an 


active part and fled to France. 


Returning when an amnesty was 


proclaimed he accepted a professor- 
ship in the school of engineers 
at 


Madrid. But he soon became editor 
of the leading Liberal journal, pas- 
sionately worked for reforms, 
took 


part in the unsuccessful insurrection 
of 18GG, and again fled to France 


When, after the fall of Queen Isa- 


bella II he again returned to Spain he 
was a changed man. He was bitterly 
attacked by former friends when he 
accepted the position of minister o 
the interior under Marshal Prim, but 
he -na3 impassive under their assault 
and became minister of state in 1870 


Under the brief presidency of Mar 


shal Serrano he was minister for for 
cign affairs and minister of tfie inter- 


ior, 
and his old dreams of sweepin 


leform returned, but after tue re-es 
cablishment of the monarchy he with- 
drew, disappointed, from public life 
He was unfavorable to Alfonso XII 
whom, as a Bourbon, he distrusted, 
but soon again came to the firm belief 
that he must support the monarchy. 


When Alfonso XII snowed signs of 


unalterably narrow conservatism, Sa. 
gasta formed a party of the- opposi- 
tion, but only to curb the monarchy 
and not to overthrow it. 


In 1880 he became the leader of a 


new Liberal party, and since that time 
had been six times at tEe head of the 
government. 


The last time he assumed the high 


office was in October, 1S97, and one of 
his first steps was to recall General 
Weyler, captain general of Cuba, and 
make General Blanco his successor. 


When the news oi the victory of 


Admiral Dewey reached him he said: 


"The fortune of war went against 


us. We must reserve all our strength 
all our energy, for the mo'rrov/." 


When the war was over be strug- 


gled hard to retain any possible ad- 
vantage for Spain, and yielded 
re- 


luctantly and under protest. 


When he knew that the 
loss of 


Cuba, Porto Rico~and the Philippines 
was inevitable, the old mari~sS7u, with 
high courage and wisdom that "showed 
his full realization o? what it is on 
which a nation's strength Is based: 


"Spam will again become an im- 


portant factor among the great pow- 
ers 
We shall work energetically to 


reconquer our position by means of 
good administration, 
which is the 


basis of v, ealth 
Internal reform will 


be the basis of my progiam and of 
every leader true to Spain."

Jn the United States bamboo and rat- 


tan are made into ornamental furni- 
ture on a small and (ii'lii-.ile scale, but 
the use of the largo sr/,ed bamboo for 
massive and durable furniture has not 
yet been attempted. la household fur- 
nishing and decoration Hie eastern reed 
offers unlimited variety. Tims far it 
has been employed in thi^ country for 
picture frames, easels, fancy chairs and 
curtain poles. In the uncut the larger 
sixes, which range from three to twelve 
inches in diameter, are sauod into ^a- 
rious lengths and used for card receiv- 
ers, sugar bowls, cigar liov-.. hand 
trays, spoon holders, umbrella stands, 
drinking utensils and jo\vei boxes. The 
larger ones are cut through tmd sawed 
with scroll saws into various patterns, 
which are utilized as jardinieres or the 
holders of pewter boxes, incense caucs 
and mantel ornaments. 


When softened by hot water and split 


into thin strips these can bo woven 
with cord into veranda and window 
shades, doormats and hall mattings.
